In 
many ot the American cemeteries are to 
be seen shafts, pillars, pedestals and 
plinths of red granite, which is extreme- 
ly hard, but can be cut into any shape 
and polished to the smoothness of a look- 
ing glass by simple machinery. Now, 
though the ancients sometimes used 
iron, and got the metal out of the ore by 
great and long continued heat, they did 
not know that by adding carbon to it 
they could convert it into steel, which is 
hard enough to cut all other metals. Be- 
sides iron the ancients were acquainted 
with copper, gold, silver, lead, quick- 
silver and tin—that is, with seven metals, 
whereas we have over fifty.—Thom&s J.

Tliere h»B to be about $350,000.000 a 


year collected at the custom houses (torn 
the tarifl on imported articles for the sop- 
port of the General Government. There 
ia no way of avoiding this, unless expendi- 
tures are reduced, without increasing the 
national debt. 
Preo trade is therefore out 


of the question and is only advocated by 
the followers of Henrj George, who be- 
lieve in the "single tax" theory, though 
some speakers and newspapers thick they 
are deceiving the people, when they are 
only deceiving themselves, by referring to 
the Democrats as ''free traders." 
As a 


tariff tor revenue, when Congress appro- 
priates a billion dollars at one session, is 
as high a tax as the people can afford to 
pay, and they have learned by experience 
that it ia the American consumer, not the 
foreigu producer, who pays the tax, the 
question to be determined by Congress is 
the proper distribution of the tax. That 
the tariff bill passed by the late Congrec-s 
does not place the burden equally or bene- 
fit all proportionately is now plainly evi- 
dent to everybody. 
We were told it was 


for the benefit of the workingman, bat, if 
that was its object, serious mistakes were 
made by the House Committee on Ways 
and Means in drafting it, 
While there has 


been a decided advance in the prices of 
many articles, there has been as decided a 
decline io the wages of men employed in 
what are known as "protected industries." 
Some persons are uncharitable enough to 
attribute this condition of affairs to intent 
rather than mistake on the part of Mr. 
Reed's Congress, but however that may be 
the fact is apparent that the tariff bill 
raised the prices of almost everything ex- 
cept what we export, and lowered wages 
correspondingly. 


There are to-dny 16,000 miners and 


ookers on strike in Pennsylvania oguinst a 
reduction of ten per cent, in wages. 
The 


pottery workers of Trenton, the ribbon 
weavers of Patterson, the spinners ol 
Lowell, coal miners of Illinois and Iowa, 
steel workers of Ohio and Illinois, atd 
mt n and women in hundreds of faotorioi 
throughout the country have had their 
wages reduced from ten to twenty-five per 
cent., though the profits of the various 
companies engeged in manufacturing are 
said to be higher than ever. 


It is greatly to be regretted that the new 


trrjH has the very opposite effect from what 
its advocates told the people, but, strange 
to say, instead of admitting the fact and 
manfully acknowledging that u mistake 
had benn n.ade in framing the measure and 
endeavoring to correct the error.Major Mo- 
Kinley and others persist in saying, though 
of course they know better, that it is a 
good thing for the country.

KENTUCKY 
FOR 
FREE 
COINAGE. 


The Kentucky Democrats held the first 


State Convention of the year and opened 
the campaign with a platform in favor of 
tariff roform, in fact reciprreity, that will 
provide all needed revenue, cheapen what 
we buy and open the markets of the world 
to the products of our farms and factories. 
On the silver question the platform says: 
Beoognizing the foot that the United States 
is the greatest silver-producing country in 
the world, and that both gold and silver 
were equally the money of the Constitu- 
tion from the beginning of the Republic 
until the hostile and fraudulent legislation ol 
the Republican party against silver, which 
unduly contracted the circulating medium 
of the country, and feeling that the great 
interests of 
the people demand 
more 


money for use in the channels of trade and 
commerce, we tender cur gratitade fo the 
Democrats of the last Congress for their 
almost unanimous vote in both Houses in 
favor of the free coinage of silver, and de- 
maud its restoration to a position of equal- 
ity before the law given it by our fathers. 


CHANGE IN THE DEBT STATEMENT. 


The cash balance in the National Treas-

As the amount of greenbacks issued is not 
known, the notes not having beea regis- 
tered, a few millions more or less on the 
credit side of the ledger will not make 
much difference.

value of Government notes in circulation. 


Speaker Reed on the MoKlnley Bill.

LONDON, May 16.—Thomas B. Reed, ex- 


Speaker of the United States House of 
Representatives, talking to a correspondent 
of the Associated Press in Italy, concern- 
ing the McEinley bill, said in part: 
< 'It will 


stimulate our foreign cornmerca by the 
large number of articles on which duties 
have been reduced, or which were added 
to the free list. It will stimulate our do- 
mestic industries by reason of a reduction 
in duties on raw material, aud increased 
duties on a very few articles of necessity, 
which have been largely imported, but 
which hitherto we have been unable to 
manufacture pioatably. It was extremely 
unfortunate that the bill w»s followed so 
soon by a must severe financial panic, when 
the failure of Baring Brothers seemed to 
shake the foundations of the strongest 
houses. Under snub circumstances it was not 
a difficult matter to convince thousands of 
voters that the financial difficulties were 
due solely to the bill. I am very confident 
that the next few years will be years ol 
great prosperity to the United States and 
that and that they will prove to be favor- 
able both to our domestic manufacturers 
and to our foreign commerce." 


The President Resumes His Duties.

WASHINGTON, May 1C.—The President 


resumed official duties at the White House 
to-day. There are a number of important 
questions pending in each of the Executive 
Departments, and it is the President's 
purpose to dispose of them as rapidly as 
possible. 
The Behring Sea question re- 


quires immediate consideration, and the 
President will devote his attention to that 
first, with a view to having the Govern- 
ment's policy in regard to the seal fishery 
so far as the present season is concerned 
clearly defined, pending the final settlement 
of the controversy by arbitration. 
It is 


probable that the sailing orders of the 
revenue cutters assigned to duty in the 
Behring Sea will be issued next week. 
The illness of Secretary Elaine may neces- 
sitate a slight delay in the preparation of 
instructions, but it will be only temporary. 


The EsineraHl Ordered Out of Port.

CITT or MEXICO, May 16.—The Gov- 


ernment denies the truth of the published 
rumors that the Esmtralda succeeded in 
buying even a limited amount of coal at 
Aoapalco, but says on the contrary that 
she was ordered out oi the port and is now 
lying off the coast in neutral waters. The 
general opinion at Aoapuloo is that the 
Itata has passed that place and gone south 
end that the Esmeralda has been wailing 
for the U. S. steamer Charleston. At 5 
o'clock this afternoon an unasnal commo- 
tion was observed on the Esmeralda, but a 
thorough search of the water failed to show 
any sign of an approaching vessel. 


A Kansas City Man Suicide* in England.

KANSAS CITY, May 16.—Arthur Dean 


Queal, aged 27, a member of the real estate 
firm of O.K. Queal & Co, of this city, mys- 
teriously disappeared December 7, 1889. No 
clue to his whereabouts was obtained until last 
month, when the cashier of the Kansas City 
Safe Deposit and Savings Bank 
received 


through the mail from the Coroner of Central 
Middlesex, London, a key with a tag belonging 
to the vault rented to Queal. 
The Coroner 


leported that the key was taken from the body 
of a young man who committed suicide by 
drowning April, 1890. A photograph was 
sent to the Coroner and established beyond a 
doubt that the body of the suicide was that of 
the missing Arther Queal. 
He went to Lon- 


don about the first of January, 1890, with 
$3,500 in cash and drafts foi $1,500 more. 
This money he spent in carousing until he be- 
came penniless, and as the testimony at the 
inquest showed, almost insane.

Some f act* la Regard to th 


Silver Dollar of 18O4.

There is a good deal of random talk about 


the alleged value of rare coins, just as there is 
about many other things not well understood. 


A great deal has been said about the value 


of the 1804 silver dollar. 
It is doubtful if a 


genuine dollar of that year was' ever legally 
issued. 
Colonel Snowden, for many years an 


officer of the Philadelphia Mint, published a 
history of the mint, but he makes no mention 
of any 1804 dollar. 


The late John T. Raymond was led to pur- 


chase an 1804 dollar in Chicago, paying $300 
for it. 
When his collection was sold it brought 


$5 60, and would not have brought that but 
for its association with the famous actor. It 
was probably an altered date. 


A number of which have been discovered 


on which the last figure of the dates 1801, 
1802 or 1803 was cut out and a four substituted. 
Dollar dies were made in 1804, but no silver 
dollars were issued in. that year by authority of 
the government. If any were ever issued from 
the 1804 die it was done surreptitiously. It is 
more likely that the silver dollars bearing that 
date have been altered. There are thirteen 
collectors who claim to have one.

THE INDIAN WITCH MUBBEK. 


The Particulars as Reported by Sheriff 


Fellows, 


Recently a correspondent ot the JOUBNAL 


reported that the Indians at Lovelocks had 
murdered a squaw, whom they accused of 
being a witch, and literally hacked her 
body to pieces. Subsequently an Exam- 
iner reporter learned the following particu- 
lars of the murder from Sheriff Fellows of 
Hnmboldt. 


THE CHARGE AGAINST THE VICTIM. 


The victim was a Shoskone squaw 


named Winnescheika, and was suspected 
of being a witch by the Indiana, they 
claiming that she was the cause of the 
death of five pappooses at Austin, eight 
Piute men and women at Stillwater, in 
Churchill county, and of the lute Mr. Law- 
rence and Mrs. Reed, of Lovelocks, two 
most estimable citizens, who died lately 
after a short illness, besides causing the 
death of several Indian ponies. 


Winnescheika was a bright Indian woman 


of thirty-five Summers, prepossessing in 
appearance and manner and spoke English 
fluently. 
8ho was an Indian medicine 


woman by profession. The deceased, on 
the evening of the murder, was lored to her 
death in the following manner:

Chicago's Steel Steamships. 


Two twin steel steamships stand on 


the stocks at the yards of the Chicago 
Shipbuilding company at South Chicago. 
They are nearly ready to be launched 
into the Calumet river. These 1,000-tcn- 
ners are being built for the Minnesota 
Steamship company. As the first' steel 
vessels built so far west as Chicago they 
are of special interest. They represent 
the first season's successful work of a 
pioneer shipbuilding company. The ves- 
sels, as they now stand, are 308 feet in 
length over all, with a keel of 292 feet. 
The beam is 40 feet and the depth 25 
feet. At present they do not contain a 
single stick of timber. The main deck, 
however, will be floored with lumber 
«md the hold ceiled with the same mate- 
rial. The vessels, when complete, will 
have cost $210,000. The carrying capac- 
ity of each will be 2,500 tons. They are 
being fitted for the Lake Superior iron 
trade.—Chicago Tribune.
